VOTEON SUFFRAGE RULE
MAY COME JANUARY 12

House Then to Decide Whether to

Take Up Mondell
Resolution. I

It has been definitely decided by the
House committee on rules to present
the special rule permitting" a vote on

the woman suffrage question January
12. It will be the first time a vote has
been taken in the House on a question
of amending the Constitution so as not
to abridge the right of voting because
of sex, and although there is considerabledoubt expressed in Congress as to
the chances of getting many more than
a hundred votes for suffrage, there is
scarcely any doubt that the special rule j
will be adopted immediately.
Thus tlie second big" question, of

which the Hobson prohibition resolu-
tion represented the first, will at last
find its way to settlement one w-jy or

the other in the House.

Will Present Special Rule.
Chairman Henry of the rules committeewill present the special rule

January 12, and if not voted for on that
day, will probablj- make other attempts
until he leaves for Texas on January
14. As he will be in Texas, attending
the inaugural ceremonies for Gov. Fergusonuntil January 25. the question
must be settled before he leaves or remainuntil late in the month.

"T will vote for the rule, as will nearly
everj- other man in the House," said Mr.
Henry today, "and 1 will thereuj>on speak
against the Mondell resolution for womansuffrage. I do not know of any oppositionto the rule in the House at all."
The resolution of woman suffrage is

by Representative Mondell of Wyoming,
and is the first resolution printed for this
Congress.

Mondell Resolution.
The resolution reads as follows:
"Resolved by the Senate and House of

Representatives of the United States of
America in Congress assembled (twothirdsof each House concurring therein),
That the following article be proposed
to the legislatures of the several states
as an amendment to the Constitution of
the United States, which, when ratified
by three-fourths of said legislatures, shall
be valid as part of said Constitution,
namely:

" 'Article.Section 1. The right of
citizens of the United States to vote shall
not be denied or abridged by the United
States or by any state on account of sex.
"'Section 2. Congress shall have power

by appropriate legislation, to enforce the
provisions of this article.' "

x-ruiest xrom ./mti-suiiragists.
A protest against the Mondell resolutionwas received today by the rules

committee from Mrs. John H. Buck,
Hartford, Conn., chairman of the state
legislative committee of the anti-suffragists.
"We protest against the passage of a

federal Constitution amendment for
woman's suffrage," the protest reads.
"It is in the power of every state which
wants woman's suffrage to have it and
recently within a few months the followingstates have defeated the measure:Arkansas, Connecticut, Delaware,
Florida, Maine, New Jersey, Michigan,
Minnesota, Mississippi, Missouri, Nebraska,New Hampshire, North and
South Dakota, Ohio, South Carolina,
West Virginia and Wisconsin.
"In Connecticut a suffrage bill has

been defeated for forty-four consecutiveyears. Less than 4 per cent of the
Connecticut women are asking for the
franchise and during the past three
years 15,000 representative women, all
of voting age, from all parts of the
state, opposed woman's suffrage."

ACCEPTS POST IN BERLIN.

Oswald F. Schuette to Represent ChicagoDaily News There.
Oswald F. Schuette, one of the prominent

newspaper correspondents in Washington,
has accepted an offer to go to Berlin to
represent the Chicago Daily News. Mr.
Schuette has had previous,European ex-

perience, having served as traveling Euro-
pean correspondent of the Evening Wis-
cousin of Milwaukee in 1006 and 1907.

Mr. Schuette coined the political phrase
"tlic steam roller," used throughout the
nation today to describe the work of
machine politics at national conventions.
He has been in the press gallery at the
Capitol since 1.908 until recently as correspondentfor the Chicago Inter-Ocean,
and has also been the Washington representativeof Leslie's Weekly. Previous
to coming to Washington he had been
political writer for the Chicago InterOcean,and was at one time city editor
of the Evening Wisconsin.
Mr. Schuette has been president, and,

earlier, secretary of the National Press
Club, and at other times a member of its
board of governors. He is a member of
the Chicago Press Club and the Mil-
waukee Press Club.
